The average hen, according to gov­

she receives at the hands of the far­ 
mers, lays about 65 eggs per year. 
Many breeders have for years been 
taking much interest in the matter of 
breeding up egg laying strains of all 
the leading varieties until now it is 
no uncommon thing to find a flock 
of hens that will touch closely the 
200 egg per year mark as an average 
for each hen in the flock. 
There is much difference of opin­ 
ion as to which variety of chickens is 
the most useful from the standpoint 
of egg production. 
The smaller va­ 
rieties known as the Mediterranean 
class have long been known as non­ 
setters and great egg producers but 
the matter of breeding for egg pro­ 
duction has developed the fact that 
most any kind of birds can be bred 
up to lay an enormous number 
of 
eggs. 
The heavier breeds in what is 
known as the A m erica and English 
as w'ell as the Asiatic classes seem 
to be rather more inclined to lay a 
larger number of eggs in the colder 
months of the year than the smaller 
breeds.

At the national egg laying contest 
held at Mountain Grove, Mo., a White 
Plymouth Rock hen laid 281 eggs 
during the year.

Water power for the mine ie ob­ 
tained from numerous reservoirs, built 
at various times between 1545 and the 
close of the seventeenth century.

ly Spanish engineers that they have 
never broken.

season here in New’ York that 
Eunamcr costumes seem really inviting 


from the standpoint of home use as 
well as with the thought of the southern 
wardrobe. 
Wherever one turns, sum­ 
mer fabrics are shown and summer 
gowns are seen. 
Ordinarily at this 
season, they are appealing only for 
the future, hut today the gowns of 
voile and crfipe, the dainty creations 
of embroidered net and all the pretty, 
summery costumes seem quite well 
suited to the sunshiny weather. 


As was stated last w-eek, materials 
in themselves are ravishing. 
M any 
cf them are indeed so elaborate in 
their borders and in their embroidered 
designs that only the simplest styles 
could 
be 
suited 
to 
their 
making; 
consequently, there are a great many 
gowns shown that are self trimmed 
and a great many skirts and blouses 
recuirime almost no labor for their 
making are exploited. 
That we are 
to have the drooping or long shoulder 
lint I.as been an established fact for 
some time, but women who admire the 
grace of the kimono sleeves will be 
glad to know' that a great many sum­ 
mer gowns will be made that way. 
In some instances, the long sleeves 
will be joined to the bodice portion 
well below the shoulders but there 
Ere a great many costumes that show 


the genuine kimono model and it ii 
so pretty and so generally becoming 
that we must all be glad of the fact. 


W hen the long sleeves are plain and 
joined 
to 
the 
bodice 
portion 
he 
effect is much the same as if all were 
in one save that the joining allows 
the use of dainty trimming and some­ 
times of a shaped outline.

necks for the dinner hour and it is 
probable that long sleeves with round

embroidered in white and the border 
appears like a succession of narrow 
pyramids. 
The skirt is a perfectly 


plain, straight one gathered at the 
upper edge. 
The blouse is in kimono 
style and is made w-ith the lower edge 
of the border turned up toward the 
neck and. below the belt, there is a 
straight tunic of the border. 
It is 
very handsome. 
The effect is almost 
that of an all-over embroidered gown 
yet the effect has been produced by 
the simplest possible means. 
Straight 
skirts that are laid in narrow’ plaits are 
seen, too. and skirts that are tucked 
at 
their 
upper edges for 
bordered 
materials are shown in interesting and 
fascinating variety and designers must 
needs use them to get the best results. 
Straight 
skirts always 
make the 
simplest means of utilizing such fab­ 
rics and are sure to be in demand but 
herders are not always wide and many 
of them allow of cutting off and are 
used for the 
treatment of various 
original styles with the result that 
numberless costumes of varying sorts 
are designed therefrom. 


A noteworthy costume that empha­ 
sizes certain features of the season is 
made of very' dainty, delicate white 
crfpe with a woven border of the 
zig-zag order mentioned 
last 
week. 
Th is border is headed by little bunches 
cf 
flowers 
embroidered 
upon 
the 
material in the dull reds and blues 
and greens familiar in the oriental 
coloring. 
The 
skirt 
is 
plain 
and 
straight, the border making the finish, 
but ever it there is a long tunic of 
plain crfpe and this tunic is open at 
the sides, all its edges being hem­ 
stitched. 
The bodice is made with 
separate sleeves that are sewed to it 
at the drooping line but they are 
joined with a fancy fagoting stitch 
that suggests trimming rather than a 
joining and, consequently, gives the 
guimpe idea. 
There is a big collar 
that also is hem-stitched and that 
opens over a guimpe of lace outlined 
with 
embroidery 
in 
oriental 
colors 
and the frills that finish the 
leeves 
are finished in the same way. 
The 
sash is of I lark satin and makes a 
rather important 
feature, 
for it is 
drapery 
rather than 
sash 
although 
the latter term is employed 
There 
is a crushed girdle a few inches in 
width, held at the back by a little 
flower ornament 
and, 
beneath 
the 
arms at each side, is attached a wide 
sash of satin with hem-stitched edges 
m d these two sashes are brought 


together at the back to be knotted 
some ten or twelve inches above the 
lower edge of the skirt. 
The low 
hanging sash, as it is called, is oriental 
in origin and is expected to appeal 
in new and original forms. 


While, in a general way. the straight 
lines prevail, all sorts of flat plaited 
skirts are shown and there is evidence 
of a greater amount of material than 
was used la^t year while combinations 
are new and often interesting., There 
appears to be somewhat of a rerival 
of the jumper idea among other fea­ 
tures and a curious combination of 
that garment with Bulgarian coloring

sists of a deep closely fitted yoke to

is a bodice with close fitting kimono 
sleeves which terminate a little above 
the elbows and to these sleeves are 
joined long ones of crepe embroidered 
in Bulgarian colors, the joining being 
made on an oddly shaped line.

coat is high waisted, with the belt 
that is almost universal, but it is much 
cut away at the front and is sleeve­ 
less, with big armholes and drooping 
shoulders.
